Winlliroji, assistant secretary of the 
navy, has given out an official state- 
ment explaining the reasons for t.)m 
reopening of the investigation into Ihu 
death of Lieut.

After reviewing the case, the details 


of which are now pretty well known, 
lite statement says :

dence before the first board of inquest 
was not taken under oath and that a 
careful,review of the evidence disclos- 
es certain missing or conflicting fea- 
tures, and of the further fact that an 
officer of the marine corps is accused 
of having fired the fatal shot, the de- 
partment has ordered a court of innui- 
ry to convene at Annapolis the 19th 
instant to conduct a tliorougn investi- 
gation, all witnesses being under oath, 
for the purpose of determining wheth- 
er the responsibility for the death of 
Lieut- Sutton rests oa anyone besides

Professor Newcomb'Is survived by 


Ills wife and three 
daughters, 
Dr 


. Anita Newcomb, McGee of Washing- 


ton, Mrs. Francis Wilson 
of New 


York and Mrs, Edward Whitney of 
New York. 
.-^During his career Newcomb was the 
recipient of many honors from lead- 
ing scientific societies and from royal- 
ty. He was a member of the Institute 
of France, the Royal Astronomical so- 
(llety of Great Britain and the Ameri- 
can Association for the Advancement 
of Science. 
' During his services, with the United 
SHates government "he conducted a 
number of parties to foreign lands to 
observe eclipses. 
He published the 


tables of the motions of the stars, the 
planets and 'the moon, now used by 
ifstronomers In their computations and 
the basis of the navigation of the ves- 
sels of the world. 


His astronomical researches cover 


more than 300'papers and, a long list 
of books on astronomy, mathematics 
and political economy. Some of these 
are text books, while others arc ex- 
haustive studies of subjects. 
His 


first elaborate paper, "Secular varia- 
tions and mutual relations of the or- 
bits of the asteroids," won him inter- 
national fame. 


Professor Newcomb held many im- 


portant positions,'' including that-of 
professor of. mathematics at 
Johns 


Hopkins university. He held the de- 
gree of LL. :D. from Yale, Harvard, 
Columbia, George Washington and 
other universities. 


He entered the United States navy 


as professor of mathematics in 1861, 
after- his graduation from the Law- 
rence scientific school of Harvard. 
He was retired with the rank of rear 
admiral in 1897.

Ships Leave Provincetown 


For Proving Grounds 


NUMBER HALF A HUNDRED 


Demonstration of Worth of "Fire Con- 


trol" Tops Will Be a Feature of In- 


terest—Great Change In Appearance 


of Warships If They Prove Service- 


able—Playful Antics of Whale Near- 


ly Causes Loss of Submarine Boat 


Provincetown, Mass., July 12.— 


J'rom the harbor of Provlucetown the 
argest and most notable fleet of war- 
ships ever assembled for active duty 
under the Stars and Stripes, every 
•essels of the more than half a hundred 
primed for war, .steamed majestically 
out into the deep 
today 
for 
the 


maneuvers which will tax the Ingenu- 
ity and skill of the 
foremost 
naval 


minds of the country for the next 
month. 


The vessels, numbering fourteen 


battleships, cruisers, torpedo boats, 
submarines, refrigerator ships, tend- 
.ers and supply ships, numbering fif- 
ty-four vessels all told, and repre- 
senting a valuation of nearly $200,- 
000,000, were drawn up In two par- 
allel lines extending around Hace 
Point along the cape to Traro, lour 
miles below, standing at the head be- 
ing Hear Admiral Schroeder's flag- 
ship, the Connecticut. On board the 
vessels are 15,000 men. 


This morning two divisions of the 


fleet went outside for practice and 
maneuvers, two divisions of the fleet 
remaining inside, which will..be.., the 
program throughout the maneuvers, 
the divisions alternating in the work. 


The first and second divisions will 


be the first to go out to the proving 
grounds and, while the maneuvers 
are supposed to be secret in every 
particular; it is known from the pres- 
ence of targets that target practice 
will be taken up as well as the cus- 
tomary work on the calibration range 
and the standardization tests. Per- 
haps the greatest interest will bo in 
the demonstration 
of the worth of 


the new skeleton masts, or "ilro con- 
trol" tops, 
which, 
if 
serviceable, 


have markedly changed the appear- 
ance of the warships. 


The big event of the maneuvers Is 


expected to be a grand final review to 
he made by President Taft and Secre- 
tary of the Navy Meyer,; which will 
come near the close of the work, ac- 
cording to tho general understanding, 
- The loss of a submarine, boat aud 
her crew through the playful antics, of 
a wlialo was narrowly averted In the 
harbor late Sunday.-, While the Tar- 
pon was partially submerged, under- 
going an engine test, the whale came 
sporting about and, malting a rush, 
headed for the submarine.

Had the animal 
struck the boat 


fairly there would have been iittie 
question of the fate of all aboard, but 
as the whale's nose apparently reached 
the submarine, the animal lifted it- 
self and slid across the bows of the 
boat, sending the periscope swaying 
back and forth as the boat was rocket 
from stem to stearn. 


Shore leave was granted Sunday, as

More About Work to be Done This 


Year In Naval Ordnance 


Word comes from Washington that

It is known that 
for some time the naval ordnance 
officers have been anxious to

duct certain 
tests 
which involve 


much expense and which could not 
be made out of the usual allotment 
for the bureau of ordnance. It was 
not expected congress would make 
provision for such a purpose largely 
for the reason that objection pre- 
vailed in Home Quarters to the ex- 
penditure of public funds In direc- 
tions which did rJot always show 
tangible results.

out, however, that the beneficial ef- 
fect of the [ests would be no less 
real merely because new material 
was not being acquired. There was 
much in the way of theory which it 
was desired obtainable only by tests 
and BO many questions have arisen 
among the experts as to the relative 
efficiency by various elements of of- 
fense and defense that 
they 
are 


highy gratified to have an opportun- 
ity to settle them. One of the most 
important tests is that which shows 
whether the armor now being placed 
on American battleships will resist 
the projectiles of high power guns 
at battle ranges.
